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The following discussions of the judgments are presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the 
Jury especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that these informal 
discussions will prove of value to the students, they cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the Jury. 


CLASS “A & B” ARCHAEOLOGY I PROJET 
““’N XVIIL CENTURY FRENCH BRIDGE” 


In judging this program, the Jury was fortunate in having as a member, Mr. Downer, who is responsible 
in a great measure for the successful development of the several parkways approaching New York and 
which are traversed by many bridges most successfully treated. 

The drawings submitted were remarkable in their general excellence. The Jury was severe upon those 
resembling too closely the Pont des Belles Fontaines at Juvisy. In spite of the careful study bestowed 
and very adroit renderings, many of these went so far as to include the abutting arches, which, in the original 
at Juvisy, act as flying buttresses retaining the banks. This was necessary because of the height of the roadway 
above the stream, but in the present case, unnecessary. And, again, these buttresses would undoubtedly 
mask and destroy the beauty of the span. 

The Kirchman projet showed to satisfaction, a clear solution not devoid of originality, possessing 
convincing and forceable treatment of the stone work with a general solidity more than gratifying. 

The same may be said of the Smith and Morris designs; each, however, used the decorative motif 
from the Juvisy bridge in a rather slavish manner. 

The Shimansky solution is elegant and straightforward while the Inglis and Fishkind drawings were 
awarded for their simplicity and directness.

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“AN OFFICE FOR THE EXECUTIVES OF A LARGE MODERN FACTORY” 

This programme brought out an unusually large number of drawings, of which a certain number were 
very good. A great many, however, seemed to fail to put their mind on the subject and to be much hampered 
in their point of view by stock ideas concerning balance and furnishing in general, which did not apply to 
this programme. 

It was based, in the first place, on an actual office in Holland. The building was of the latest variety 
of functional architecture, and the plan of the offices was unsymmetrical. To my surprise, only a very few 
adopted an unsymmetrical scheme, and in the case of two or three of these, they wasted a portion of the 
space by means of a short corridor which passed in front of at least two of the private offices, before reaching 
the reception space. This would be bad in the first place, from a practical standpoint, as well as from waste 
of space. 

It is natural that the student should be inclined to the use of a great deal of color and decoration to 
liven up his drawing. It has been done too much, however, so that an “upholstery” quality seems to govern 
the viewpoint of many of the drawings. A more severe, hard and brilliant type of drawing and rendering 
was suitable for this programme, and the idea was only seized by a very few. These very few, however, 
were extremely good. 

Morris Poe used a symmetrical scheme, but showed a cleanness of design and such good proportion, 
that his drawing stood out among the others. 

Dahlen K. Ritchey seized the opportunity of using a decoration of maps, which was particularly suitable 
on account of the tropical source of the products of the factory. He also used a very attractive scheme of 
coloring, based on browns and tans, suggesting the products themselves, which were tobacco and tea. This 
drawing had a conventional plan, but in every detail asked for, such as lighting, floor design, glass partitions, 
etc., the programme had been fully carried out and very well executed. 

The programme had asked for a display of lighting for the rooms. This was somewhat difficult if done 
by indirect method, but in general it was not much considered in most of the designs.

MURAL PAINTING PROGRAM I 


“ENTRANCE HALL FOR COLLEGE FACULTY RESIDENCE” 

Sixty-four projets were submitted in the first rendu of the season of the Mural Painting Department 
of the B. A. I. D. and the Jury felt that the showing, aside from being unusually numerous, was of a high 
standard. Three First Medals were awarded, as it was felt that these projets had most nearly met the 
conditions of the problem, as to agreeable architectural composition of the space, residential character, 
good color, good composition of the individual panels, and careful and finished presentation. 

It was realized that the architectural design required was somewhat advanced for painting students, 
some of whom were doing their first projet, and the merits of the decorations themselves were generously 
weighed against the many architectural blunders. 

The dangers of an all-over decoration in combination with the doors, as against a more organized scheme 
were very apparent, and led in many cases to mistakes in scale. Many projets took no account of the com- 
parative narrowness of the hall, which would prevent the opposite wall on entering from being seen as a 
whole, and many ignored the problem of the continuation of the frieze, in relation to the exits from the 
hall at right and left. The proportion of the frieze was extremely unhappy in many of the projets, most of 
them being too heavy, and was a result evidently of a misreading of the programme. Very few seem to grasp 
the exact character asked for, and most of the schemes suggested more formal buildings than a Faculty 
Residence. It was requested on the part of the Yale Art School that the problems in future be more explicit, 
so that no misunderstanding of requirements can arise. Hitpretu Merere, New York, N. Y. 


CLASS “A” I PROJET 


“AN AERATION CASCADE” 

The problem of the aeration cascade was judged on the basis of the imaginative skill of the student 
in solving architecturally a problem which is generally done in a purely mechanical manner. The large 
volume of water to be aerated by means of jets and cascades arranged so as to form a composition in which 
the water was the major consideration and the architecture simply a background and frame was the problem. 
No particular parti was considered best, there being several ways to accomplish the desired result, all with 
equal potentialities. 

First medal award—won in two cases for symmetrically balanced compositions and in two cases for 
informal, unbalanced compositions. Of the two symmetrically balanced compositions, in one design the 
architecture was a means of bringing the water to a most effective display. In the other, an elaborate system 
of jets brought the water display itself into a unified composition and the architecture was merely a back- 
ground to it. 

In the case of the two unsymmetrical and informal designs, both these took advantage of an arrangement 
which would appear to be highly rational in treating a Rocky Mountain gorge where such a storage reservoir 
might logically be located, the informality of the design resulting from the assumed natural contours carved 
in the rock itself and seemed to the Jury to show marked imagination and resourcefulness on the part of 
the designer. 

In those designs receiving no award or the minor award of “Half Mention,” the Jury feels that the 
student was uncertain in expressing his idea, indefinite in his presentation, or grossly exaggerated the 
architectural aspects of the problem when the real problem was an opportunity to use water itself in a very

CLASS “A & B” ARCHAEOLOGY I PROJET 
“AN XVIIL CENTURY FRENCH BRIDGE” 


Throughout France there are many small bridges 
of the XVIII Century, which are fine architectural 
examples. Primarily utilitarian, their architectural 
quality consists in their pleasing proportions, and in the 
careful scale of and beautiful jointing of their masonry. 
On this structure there are usually but one or two 
decorative elements. These generally include a dedi- 
catory inscription placed in a cartouche or on a pedestal 
of a pylon or allegorical group. Such decorative com- 
positions are favorites with the designers of the period, 
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the works of Blondel, Le Pantre, Babel, De la Fosse, 
etc. should be consulted. 

These bridges were frequently designed by the 
greatest architects, and the motifs carved by famous 
sculptors. The Pont des Belles Fontaines at Juvisy, the 
Pont de Minimes at Toulouse, and those in the gar- 
dens at Nimes are examples of this character. ‘‘Old 
Bridges of France” by Wm. Emerson gives several 
examples. 

This problem calls for the design of a bridge of this 
character in a natural valley joining the sloping banks 
of a small stream which at this point is 50 feet wide, and 
the floor of the bridge is to be 30 feet above the water 
level. The bridge is +0 feet wide over-all with a path 
10 feet wide for pedestrians on the downstream side.

“AN OFFICE FOR THE EXECUTIVES OF A LARGE MODERN 
FACTORY” 


A large importing and manufacturing company 
producing staples such as tobacco and tea, have a space 
of about 40 by 40 feet and 14 feet high, in an adjoining 
building. One wall of which adjoins the wall of the 
administration building, and: the other walls of which 
are exposed for the arrangement of windows as desired. 
This space is to be divided into a reception room, con- 
sisting of about 800 square feet in area, and the remain- 
ing area is to be divided into four small private offices 
of about 200 sq. ft. each. 

The entrance to the reception room is from the 
adjoining building. The private offices are separated 
from the reception space only by glass and metal parti- 
tions. The treatment of the wall surfaces in the recep- 
tion room including curtains, radiator enclosures, light- 
ing fixtures, murals or pictures, is left entirely to the 
competitor, but the type of building and its occupants 
should be carefully considered. This space should be 
furnished with a large table, six arm chairs, small table, 
console, and four or five small chairs. The floor is to 
be designed with a rubber or linoleum covering.

Judgment of November 4, 1931 
DEPARTMENT OF MURAL PAINTING 
PROGRAM I 
“ENTRANCE HALL FOR COLLEGE FACULTY RESIDENCE” 

A college building housing the faculty of the Natural 
Science Department contains an entrance hall as shown 
in the accompanying diagram. At either end of the hall 
large openings communicate with staircases. The wall 
opposite the entrance is pierced by two doorways and 
the decoration of this wall forms the subject of the 
problem. This wall may be treated as a single surface 
pierced by the two doorways or it may be divided by 
vertical or horizontal elements as desired by the de- 
signer. It is required that the three spaces on this wall 
on a level with the doorways shall contain decorative 
compositions illustrating or symbolizing the Earth, the 
Sky and the Sea, and that the continuous wall space 
above the doors shall be treated with a frieze or band 
containing a representation of the signs of the Zodiac. 

It is intended that this, the first problem of the year, 
shall be regarded as an exercise in the composition of 
this wall as a whole and the judgment will be based 
largely upon the question of architectural and decora- 
tive unity in all the elements employed. The designer 
is, therefore, left perfect freedom as to the introduction 
of bands, cornices, dadoes, vertical piers, enriched fram- 
ing of the doors or any other decorative motifs that may 
in his judgment contribute to the harmony and dignity 
of this wall as the principal decorative element of the 
building. Such architectural or decorative divisions as 
the designer introduces may be indicated either as pro- 
jecting or receding elements or may be treated as a 
part of the enrichment of the surface. 

The elements composing this decorative arrange- 
ment should draw their inspiration from classic pre- 
cedents.

In some of our large cities it is necessary to provide 
water systems with supply reservoirs at a long distance 
from the localities which they serve. The water must 
be aerated before it is carried underground by tunnels 
to storage reservoirs nearer at hand, where it is again 
aerated, and from which it is distributed to consumers. 
Aeration of water is accomplished by forcing the water 
through hundreds of jets in a pool to form a large spray, 
or by a cascade. 


ARTS INSTITUTE of DESIGN 


In a mountainous region a dam of about 200 feet 
high has been built forming a supply reservoir. The 
water of this reservoir will be aerated in a pool 150 
feet by 250 feet, located fifty feet from the base of the 
dam. As an added feature it is proposed to design a 
cascade from this pool to another pool, the terminating 
element, which is 200 feet below and 500 feet from 
the edge thereof. . 

In the development of this scheme may be included 
walks, paths, planting, architectural and sculptural 
features to give it charm; and loggias and shelters are 
desirable for the protection of the visitors who wish to 
view the spectacle. Roads and parking space shall be 
provided elsewhere and are not within the scope of this 
problem.
